demn thce,and willexecurte the righteous Law of God upon thee. who retuſerh 


te:att according to that m.the conicience:;but thoſe whom you call Quacers, 
a@ according to that jnthe conſcience, and'they are no fighters,no ſtrikers, 
no drunkards, no ſwearers, no oppreffors, no whoremongers, no idolaters, 
no fornicators, no lyars, no ſcorners, no reyilers, no falle acculers, nor proud, 
not high-minded,not thieves,not murtherers,tor they give Obedience to that 
in che conſcience,which crucifies them to all theſe things, & .fo the Law can-- 
not take hold upon them, and from the Lord do they declate againſt all theſe 
things where they are yet ſtanding, which-rhe Law of Gerd takes hold upon. 
Ang you who ar2 called Magiſtrates and Juſtices, as you pais through che 
Streets, inthe Ciries, and inthe Markers, you may hear men {wear and lyc, 
and be drunk inthe A/chorſes, and you paſs by chem: and when any of the 
Servantsot the Lord, who are ſcntof the Lord into the Markers or Cities, 
and declarothe /Vardof the Lord againft drunkards, and ſweaters, and lyars, 
who are.cheating one another ,& cozening one another, and bid them repenr, 
and declare to them the juſt judgementot God which is to fall upon them, and 
all ſuch;wbom thou who art a Magiſtrate harh negleRed to a@ juſtice up- 
on,& to punith according to the Law,then they who are drunkards fall a figh- 
ting andiftriking,and hales chem ro thee who art a Magiſtrate, which ſhould 
puniſh the drunkards and twearcrs, fighters and ſtrikers, and thou layeft, ohey 
have difiz: bed the people ,; and broken 'the peace , when they have declared the 
VVord of the Lerd-againit Siz and V/xgodlineſs, and allthe unrzgbreeuſne(s of 
men, which thou ſhould have puniſhed by the Law;& rhou' art called a:Jnſtice 
of peace, and this is thy poace which is kept with drunkards, arul ſwearers, and
